6. (Currently Amended) A compaotA n optical disc according to claim 4, wherein 
the third compact optical disc reader is an audio CD player, and the track (Tl) is an audio track. 

7. (Currently Amended) A eompact A n optical disc according to claim i, wherein 
the data portion-(EB) includes unrecoverable data (UD) arranged to cause a read error in the first 
eempaet optical disc reader. 

8. (Currently Amended) A-eetnpaet An optical disc according to claim 1, wherein 
the data portiorHjEB) includes a pointer-(BP) to a player program executable by the first compact 
Pjrtical disc reader to play the track (T 1 ) , 

9. (Currently Amended) A compactA n_optical disc according to claim 8, wherein 
the pointer-{BP) indicates a position-£JF) on the -compact optical disc at which the player 
program is stored. 

10. (Currently Amended) A co mp act An opt ical disc according to claim 8, wherein 
the data portion-(ED) is arranged to cause the first-eompaet optical disc reader to execute the 
player program. 

11. (Currently Amended) A eompac tA n optical disc according to claim 8, wherein 
the player program is arranged to restrict copying of the track-(T4-) by the first-eempaet optical 
disc reader. 
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12. (Currently Amended) A compact An optical disc according to claim I, including a 
boot sector <MB)-arranged to cause a fourth compact third optical disc player to execute a player 
program when the compact optical disc is loaded into the fourth compact third jgg&cal disc 
player. 

13. (Currently Amended) A-eempas tAn optical disc according to claim 12, wherein 
the player program is arranged to restrict copying of the trac k (Tl) by the fourth compact third 
optical disc player. 

14. (Currently Amended) A compaotAn optical disc according to claim 12, wherein 
the player program is stored on the compact ogtjcaLdisc at a position-(HF5) indicated by the boot 
sector-(MB). 

15. (Currently Amended) A compact Ari„optical disc according to claim 1, further 
including a supervisory program arranged to be executed by the first-compact optical disc player 
when the-compact optical disc is loaded therein, the supervisory program being arranged 
selectively to prevent access to the compact optical. disc by the first compact optical disc player. 

16. (Currently Amended) A oompaotA ^OBticai disc according to claim 1, wherein 
the first-compact optical disc reader is capable of copying the track-fPl-) to another carrier. 

17. (Currently Amended) A-eempae tAn optical disc according to claim I, wherein 
the second compact optical disc reader is not capable of copying the track (Tl) to another carrier. 

18. (Currently Amended) A compac t An optical disc according to claim 1, wherein 
the second-eompaet opticaLdisc reader is not capable of loading and executing a program from 
any -compact optical disc.

a. a data portion -(ED) is located at said indicated-trac k first start position- (-ATGG) 
and is arranged to cause a read failure by a first compact ppticaLdisc reader, 
which reads at said first uses--the-"m4icated~tfack- start position (ATQ€r)-4e 
determin e th e location of said track (Tl), to fail to r e ad th e track (T1) ;

22. (Currently Amended) A method according to any ono of claima.cLajrn 19, wherein 
the program area includes one or more subchannels (PyEDX) arranged to cause a third -compact 
optical disc reader to play the track-{T-l) and to ignore the data portion-{ED). 

23. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 22, wherein the one or more 
subchannels (P; IPX) are arranged to cause the thir d compact pr£ical_disc reader to ignore the 
index <¥J).
